NEW YORK, May 12.—Frederick Au- 
gustus Heinze was acquitted at 9:50 to- 
night of charges of misapplication of 
the funds of the Mercantile National 
Bank, while he was its president in 
1907, and he was cleared of the charge 
of over-certification of checks of his 
brother’s firm, Otto Heinge & Co. 

Thus fatied the government's at- 
tempt tq hold Heinze responsible for 
financiering during the panic of 1907. 
Heinze’s trans were legal, 
not withstanding the prosecifion’s vig- 
orous attempt to prove him a gambler 
with millions not his own money. 

John B. Stanchfield summed up for 
the defense this morning, and United 
States Attorney Henry A. Wise de- 
nounced the defendant for three hours 
and thirty-five minutes this afternoon. 

Heinze issued a statement tonight, 
saying: 

ISSUES STATEMENT. 

“T have been ready for trial every 
day since the first indictment was re- 
turned, two years and a half ago. This 
delay has cost me between $4,000,000 
and 8.00. 000. The ruin of my credit 
seems to have been the object most 
viciously aimed at. | 

“However, I still have some of the 
best copper properties in the world, 
and I intend to devote my whole at- 
tention to them“ 

Arthur P. Heinze, a brother of the 
defendant, called Mr. Wise a liar in 
court this afternoon, thereby furnishing 
the only spectacular incident of the 
trial. For this remark he was ejected 
from the courtroom. 

SEVERE ARRAIGNMENT. 

In lashing Heinze during his sum- 
ming up, Mr. Wise compared the crime 
thesdefendant was charged with to a 
hypothetical case of burglary, where 
the burglar had pried open the window 
to effect an entrance into the house. 

Mr. Wise had accused Arthur P. 
Heinze of patching up the books of the 
United Copper Company, and spiriting 
them away.

Britains New Ruler Begins Day at 

Seven O’clock—Roosevelt to Be Pre- 
sented Soon After Arrroal—Seats 


| for Funeral Come 


ONDON, May 12.—From a life ot 
comparative ease and retirement, 
King George V suddenly finds him- 
self one of the hardest- worked 
of the kingdom. 

In addition to spending considerable 
time daily at Buckingham Palace, com- 
forting his widowed mother, he has to 
attend to multifarious duties con- 
nected with receiving and entertaining 
the royal guests and arranging the 
difficult details of the lying-in-state 
and the funeral. 

Seven o'clock each morning finds His 
Majesty at his desk in Mariborough 
House to reply to the innumerable 
messages of condvlence and to receive 
his ministers and the officials in 
charge of the obsequies. Today he 
had a long special interview with John 
Burns, president of the local govern- 
ment board. The afternoon he spent 
with the Queen Mother, and in the 
evening he went to the station to meet 
and escort the King of Denmark to 
Buckingham Palace. 

WILL FLOCK WITH RULERS. 
Former President Roosevelt, who 
hae been named as special envoy of 
the United States to attend the fu- 
neral, will be presented to King George 
soon after his arrival in London on 
Monday. As special ambassador, Mr. 
Roosevelt will occupy a place with the 
visiting monarchs in the funeral pro- 
cession, and also will attend the burial 
at Windsor. 

The lying-in-state involves a great 
addition to the programme for the 
funeral, which will hardly de com- 
pleted before Sunday. The procession 
to Westminster Hall on Tuesday for 
the lying-in-state will be on almost 
as great a scale as the funeral pro- 
cession. The cortege will include King 
George and all the foreign sovereigns,

and the royal ladies in carriages. The 
body will be received by members of 
tne House of Lords and the House of 
Commons, while the choirs of West- 
minster Abbey and the Chapel Royal 
and the band of the Coldstream 
Guards will take part in the musical 
service.

When the funeral procession starts 
on Friday every tramcar in London 
will come to a standstill for a quar- 
ter of an hour. It also is proposed 
that all public houses in London be 
closed while the procession is pass- 
ing. 

The Queen Mother has been exceed- 
ingly busy since the death of the 
King. She has received a great num- 
ber of visitors, who have been privi- 
leged to enter the death chamber. 
These included, besides most of the 
members of the Cabinet and the lead- 
ers of the opposition, many ambassa- 
dors and other officials connected with 
the court and intimate friends of King 
Edward VII. 

A note of discord in the universal 
mourning comes from Dublin, where 
at a meeting of the Corporation today, 
seven members of the Sinn Fein Society 
voted against the Lord Mayor's reso- 
lution to send a resolution of sympathy 
and condolence to the Queen Mother 
and Royal Family.

Col. Roosevelt took as the subject 
matter of his lecture “The World! 


logical systems of the past, but there 


future will not come true unless, high 


evil are everywhere evident, each act- 
ing with a hundred or a thousand fold 
the intensity with which it acted in 
former ages. Over the whole earth the 
swing of the pendulum grows more 
and more rapid, the. mainspring colls 
and spreads at a rate constantly quick- 
ening, the whole world movement is of 
constantly accelerating velocity. 

“In this movement there are 
of much that bodes ill. The machin- 
ery so highly geared, the tension 
and strain are so great, the effort and 
the output have alike so increased, 
that there is cause to dread the ruin 
that would come from any great acci- 
dent, from any breakdown, and also 
the ruin that may come from the mere 
wearing out of the machine itself. The 
only previous civilization with which 
our modern civilization can be in any 
way compared is that period of Grae- 
co-Roman civilization extending, say, 
from the Athens of Themistocles to 
the Rome of Marcus Aurelius. 

SAME TENDENCIES NOW. 

“Many of the forces and tendencies 
which were then at work are at work 
now. Knowledge, luxury, and refine- 
ment, wide material conquests, terri- 
torial administration on a vast scale, 
an increase in the mastery of mechani- 
cal appliances and in applied science— | to 
all these mark our civilization as they 
marked the wonderful civilization that 
flourished in the Mediterranean lands 
yp centuries ago; and they preced- 

ed the downfall of the older civiliza- 
tion. Yet the differences are many, 
and some of them are quite as strik- 
ing as the similarities. The single 
fact that the old civilization was based 
upon slavery shows the chasm that 
separated the two. Let me point out 
one further and very significant dif- 
ference in the development of the two 
civilizations, a difference so obvious 
that it is astonishing that it has not 
been dwelt upon by men of letters. 

“One of the prime dangers of ciy- 
ilization has always been its tendency 
to cause the loss of the virile ting 
virtues, of the fighting 
men get too comfortable and lead.too 
luxurious lives there is always danger 
lest the softness eat lke an "acid into 
their manliness of fiber. bar- 
barian, because of the very conditions 
of his life, is forced to keep and de- 
velop certain hardy qualities which 
the man of civilization tends to lose, 
whether he be clerk, factory 
merchant, or even a certain type of 
farmer. 

“Now I will not assert that in mod- 
ern civilized society these tendencies 
have been wholly overcome: but there 
has n a much more successful er- 
fort to overcome them than was the 
case in the early civilizations. 

THE LESSON TO US. 

“What is the lesson to us today? Are 
we to 222 ‘the way of the older civiliza- 
tions? The immense in the 
area of civilized activity today, so that 
it is nearly co-terminous with the 
world’s surface; the immense increase 
in the multitudinous variety ot its ac- 
tivities; the immense increase in the 
velocity of the world movement—are 
all these to mean merely that the 
crash will be all the more complete 
and terrible when it comes. We can- 
not be certain that the answer will be 
in the negative; byt of this we can be 
certain, that we shall not go down in 
ruin unless we deserve and earn our 
end. There is no necessity for us to 
fall; we can hew out our destiny for 
ourselves, if only we have the wit and 
the courage and the honesty. 

“Personally, I do not believe that our 
civilization will fail. I think that on 
the whole wa have n better and 
not worse. I think that on the whole 
the future holds more for us than even 
the great past has held, But, assured - 
ly, the dreams of golden glory in the 


of heart and strong of hand, by our 
own mighty deeds we make them come 
true. We cannot afford to develop any 

one set of qualities, any one set of ac- 
tivities, at the cost of seeing others, 
equally necessary, atrophied. either 
the military ,efficiency of the Mongol, 
the extraordinary business ability of 
the Phoenician, nor the subtle and pol- 
ished intellect of the Greek availed to 
avert destruction. 

NEED OF HOMELY VIRTUES. 

We, the men of today and of the 
future, need many qualities if we are 
to do our work well. 
of all and most important of all, the 
qualities which stand at the base of 
individual, of family life, the funda- 
mental and essential qualities — the 
homely, every-day, all-important vir- 
tues. If the average man will not 
work, if he has not in him the will 
and the power to be a good husband 
and father; if the average woman is 
not a good housewife, a good mother 
of many healthy children, then the 
State will — *Will go down, no 
matter what may be its brilliance of 
artistic development or material 
achievement. 

“But these homely qualities are not 
enough. There must, in addition, be 
that power of organization, that power 
of working in common for a common 
end, which the German people have 
shown in such signal fashion during 
the last half century. Moreover, the 
things of the spirit are even more im- 
portant than the things of the body. 
We can well do without the hard in- 
tolerance and arid intellectual barren- 
ness of what was worst in the theo- 


has never been greater need of a high 
and fine religious spirit than at the 
present time. So, while we can laugh 
good humoredély at some of the pre- 
tensions of modern philosophy in its 
various branches, it would be worse 
than folly on our part to ignore our 
need of intellectual leadership.

“It is no impossible dream to build 
up.a civilization in which morality, 
ethical development, and a true feel- 
ing of brotherhood shall all alike be 
divorced from false sentimentality, and 
from the rancorous and evil passions 
which, curiously enough, so often ac- 
company professions of sentimental at- 
tachment to the rights of man; in 
which a high materia! development in 
the things of the body shall be achieved 
without subordination of the things of 
the soul; in which there shall be a 
genuine desire for peace and justice 
without loss of those virile qualities 
without which no love of peace or jus- 
tice shall avail any race; in which the 
fullest development of scientific re- 
search, the great distinguishing feature 
of our nt civilization, 
not imply a belief that intellect can 
ever take the place of character—for, 
from the standpoint of the nation as 
of the individual, it is character that 
is the one ta en. 

LOVE OF COUNTRY. 
“Finally, this world movement of 
civilization, this. movement which is 
now felt throbbing in every dorner of 
the globe, should bind the nations of 
the world together while yet leaving 
unimpaired that love of country in the 
individual citizen which in the present 
stage of the worid's progress is essen- 
tial to the world’s well-being.

ORPHANS TO BE COUNTED. 


State Superintendent Rules They May 
Be Included in School Census. 
Asyiums a Help.

_ SACRAMENTO, May 12.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.} Edward Hyatt, State Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction, 
ruled on a question today which will 
be a big benefit to school districts 
wherein orphan asylums are situated. 
He was asked by Superintendent R. P. 
Mitchell of Orange county whether or 
not the children in the orphanage in 
the Anaheim school district should be 

included in the school census. 

Hyatt replied that the whole orphans 
who have no guardians should be 
counted, but the ‘half orphans, having 
either one parent or the other, should 
be counted in the district in which the 
parent or guardian resides. 

The State apportionment of school 
funds gives about $10 a head to the 
district for the average daily attend- 
ance of students, so where an 
asylum sends a couple hundred chil- 
dren to school it helps swell the funds. 
The school districts also get $550 for 
each seventy children in the district.

Because of several reductions in the 
rate of foreign postage, many persons 
are making mistakes in affixing 2-cent 
stamps on letters destined for coun- 
tries where 5 cents is required. As 
charges for postage due on “short- 
paid” letters give rise to much com- 
plaint, the Postmaster-General has 
sent a circular to all the offices in 
me country. It states that the only 
foreign countries to which the 2-cent 
rate applies are Canada, Cuba, Mex- 
ico, Newfoundland, Canal Zone, Pan- 
ama, Shanghai, China; Germany (via 
direct steamers,) England, Scotland, 
Wales and Ireland.

MPORTANT events that will make 

history for the oil industry of the 

Golden State came to a head in 
this city yesterday. 

The main facts that enter into the 
incipiency of what will prove a colos- 
sal amalgamation may be summarized 
as follows: 

The Producers’ Transportation Com- 
pany. which has just completed an oll 
pipe line from the Midway, Kern River 
and Coalinga fields to Port Harford, 
at a cost of over $3,500,000, already has 
decided to parallel its lines, and has 


let the contracts for the pipe, at a cost 


that must exceed $2,000,000. The Pro- 
ducers’ Transportation Company is 
owned by the Union Ol Company. 

L. P. St. Clair, president of the Pro- 
ducers’ Transportation Company, and 
prominently identified with the Inde- 
pendent Producers’ Agency, of 
which the Union Oil Company is the 
selling agent, has just returned from 
Seattle and the Northwest, where he 
closed a contract with the Great 
Northern Railroad Company, owned by 
James J. Hill, for the use of Califor- 
nia oil for locomotive fuel. This is 
recognized as a great extension of the 
market for California oll. 

The report of the Union Oil Com- 
pany, as the selling agent of the In- 
dependent Producers’ Agency, for the 
month of March, sent yesterday to the 
members of the Independent Agency, 
shows that the price realized for oll 
at the well by the members of the 
Agency for March is a fraction over 
Producers in the 
Coalinga, Kern River. Midway, Sun- 
set and McKittrick fields are members 
of the Independent Agency. The price 
realized by the producers for February 
deliveries was 44.4 cents a barrel. : 

When the Independent Producers’ 
Agency meets in Bakersfield on the 
18th inst, the announcement will be 
made that the American Oilficlds Com- 
pany, the American Petroleum Com- 
pany, the Nevada Petroleum Com- 
pany (Doheny and Canfield compan- 
jes,) and all the companies controlled 
by Capt. John Barneson of San Fran- 
cisco, have applied for membership. 

* CANNOT KEEP UP. 

When the Producers’ Transportation 
Company's pipe line was first projected 
it was thought that upon completion it 
would go far toward handling the oll 
of the indepe ident producers in the 
northern fields. Record time was made 
in building this vast work, and upon 
its completion, not many months ago, 
the officials of the Union Oj! Com- 
pany, which financed the undertaking, 
and the men who had charge of the 
building of the big system of pipe 
lines. were congratulated by al! oil 
operators for the completeness of the 
system and tte fast manner in which 
it had been constructed. 

At the time of the completion of the 
pipe line The Times contained an inter- 
view with Superintendent Cushing, 


he placed the cost of the main line 
and laterals at $3,500,000. Fast upon 
the completion of the work the Lake- 
view gusher, which is largely owned 
by the Union Oil. Company, was 
brought in and for almost sixty days 
this voleano has been spouting forth 
of} at the rate of from 40,000 to 50.000 
barrels a day. The Producers’ pipe line 
has been handling about 20,000 barrels 
of the Lakeview production every day,

Some time ago it was suggested that

own oil. but then the matter was not 
taken very seriousiv. The Lakeview 
gusher settied the question, however, 
for. in addition to caring for the pro- 
duction of that well the Union Oj) 
Company, as the selling agent of the 
Independent Agency, was confronted 
with the proposition of marketing a 
large production obtained from that 
source. 
MUST KEEP PACE. 

Realizing. probably, as very few 
have, that an immense oil-bearing zone 
was just being developed in the north- 


ern fields, and that the marketing

This point, attorneys say, Is clearly 
defined in former cases, where tHe 
Californta courts ruled that it was 
the duty of every officer to place be- 
fore the District Attorney immediately 
such facts - might have led them 
to believe a crime had been commit- 
ted. It was upon practically such evi- 
dence as this that former Captain of 
Police Broadhead was dismissed from 
service, because he was alleged to 
have known of the existence of irreg- 
ularities in the department. 4 

Hartnagle, by his own statement, 
made his confession to at least two 
officers holding responsible positions 
with the police department, Alexander 
Galloway, Chief of Police, and Charles

Yet, in the face 
continual confessing, there 
was no action taken against Hart- 
nagle. 

Yesterday started with numerous ob- 
stacles in the way of the procedure 
against the disgraced man. Chief Gal- 
loway and City Prosecutor Eddie, who 
was called into the affair at the re- 
quest of the Mayor, were closeted with 
the latter for more than an hour. 
When they returned to the station an 
interview was sought from the lef 
He had his orders, however, and had 
learned his Httle speech to perfection.

SUPREME COURT RULES ON 
HIGHWAY CLOSURE. 


Higher Tribunal Reverses Judg- 
ment of Superior Court in Case 


The petitioner was refused injunc- 
tion in the Superior Court, but the 
higher tribunal! reverses this Judgment 
and remands the case for a new trial. 

The plaintiff owns a lot in a. Bec- 
tion of Miramar, Santa Barbara coun- 
ty. The defendant has property on 
the other side of the street. He closed 
an alleyway which passed through his 
property. The plaintiff tried to have 
the passage reopened, but the court 
did not grant her application for an 
injunction. It was held that the plain- 
tiff had no use for the alleyway and 
that its closing caused no injury. 

“It is a thoroughly settled proposi- 
tion in this State, remarks the jus- 
tice writing the opinion of the Su- 
preme Court, “that when one lays out 
a tract of land into lots and sells them 
by reference to a map, which exhibits 
the lots and streets as they are in re- 
lation to each other, the purchaser of 
such lots have a private easement in 
the streets opposite their respective 
lots of ingress and egress. This private 
easement is entirely independent of the 
fact of dedication to the public use and 
is a private appurtenance to the lots 
of which the owner cannot be divested 
except by due process of law.

BAKERS NOT CONCERNED. 
Not Disposed to Take Any Action in 


Regard to Proposed Legis- 
lation. 


The proposed revision of the present 1 


ordinance intended to regulate the 
weight of loaves of bread, is not giv- 
ing the members of the Master Bak- 
ers’ Association any concern. Pres!i- 
dent Meek of the association said yes- 
terday that no step had been taken 
by the bakers to either assist or pro- 
test against the proposed changes in 
the present ordinance, which has been 
found ineffective. No meeting of the 
bakers has been called. and Mr. Meek 
did not think there would be. 

The attempt to regulate the baking 
business by directing how much or 
how little a loaf of bread shall weigh 
is regarded as farcical by L. P. Coi- 
lette, manager of the Franco-American 
Baking Company. The provisions of 
the present ordinance were known to 
be absurd as soon as it could be an- 
A n of common sense 
in this matter. It seems 
to me to be ridiculous to set down a 
hard and fast rule that a loaf of bread 
shall weigh a stated amount. As it 
is, the last attempt in this direction 
resulted merely in giving one or 
two bakers a little advertising. It was 
a good thing simply for one or two 
bakers. It was not and never has been 
a protection to the public. The bakers 
realize just as well as anybody else 
the necessity of giving full measure 
for a fair price. I guess we all try 
to do this, and any attempt to regu- 
late by ordinance what a baker shall 
sell for a loaf of bread, and just how 
much it shall weigh, strikes me as 
foolish.” 

The Franco-American Company does 
not stamp or label its loaves at all. 
Mr. Collette says it would require the 
services of half a dozen boys to obey 
this provision of the present ordinance, 
and that it would entail a needless 
pense upon his company were he ‘to 
live up to its requirements.

OMMON SENSE AND PALLADINO. 
Commend us forever to the saving grace of 
plain common sense. 

For several years scientific students of the first 
order have been surprising all the world with 
stories about communications or near communica- 
tions with the spirit world.

She is 
just a table-tipper, just an ordinary fake spiritu-

They all forgot that this spiritism is not a mod- 
ern invention among men. Two thousand years 
ago Alexandria in Egypt was a hotbed of this same 
queér mental development, and the “manifestations” 
from behind the veil were in almost the exact ways 
and methods found today in the rawest kind of 
modern spiritism. In fact, the farther we go back 
in history the more commonly prevalent is this close 
connection between the world of sense and the world 
of—nonsense. The negroes in Africa all believe in 
voodooism. The Russian peasants today are mak- 
ing ascension robes and neglecting their crops be- 
cause, forsooth, a comet is blazing in the sky. 

And here we find the savage negro of Central 
Africa, the densely ignorant Russian peasant of 
the steppes, meeting and joining hands in the spir- 
itual “chain” with William TAStead and Sir Oliver 
Lodge. 


And as common sense took the place of wild 
imagination men got above the belief in ghosts and 
spiritual manifestations of every kind. Common 
sense has its roots in experience, and experience is 
altogether a matter of the five senses. It is all very

senses, the ease with 
created, and the errors of act which grow out of 
misconceptions of the senses. But, after all, the 
same powers that made us endowed us with these 
five senses and they are the only direct means we 
have of communicating at all with the world around 
us. It is just as positive a fact that the powers 
which created us have, wisely or unwisely (we be-

The sanest spiritism extant among men is found 
in the Hebrew scriptures. We have accounts there 
of men who were taken up into heaven, and some 
of them were allowed to return again to earth. We 
have stories there of dead people who were restored 
to life and lived for years after their resurrection 
among their friends. But it is a most noteworthy 
fact that not one of these who were snatched up to 


| the “seventh heaven” or those who returned to have 


the cerecloths of the grave taken from around them 
have had one word to say about their experiences 
during the time they were away. Even “the first 
fruits from the dead” Himself, although we are 
told He lived for forty years in the closest commu- 
nication with His Disciples, told them not one re- 
corded word about what happened to Him during 
the three days His body lay in the grave and His 
soul was out of the body. : 

And midway all along between the savage negro 
and the ignorant Russian peasant on one side and 
William T. Stead and Sir Oliver Lodge, with the 
others in the company of high-brows, at the other 
side, lie millions of persons of plain common sense 
who guide themselves by experience and escape be- 
ing so grossly fooled and made so painfully ridicu- 
lous through the fraudulent performances of Julias, 
Pipers and Palladinos.

Just in proportion as earnestness underlies 
the profession of faith among the members of the 
churches, in the same ratio will be the awakening 
created by the statement made at a meeting of a 
Methodist association at Sacramento.

But while so many young men do, in the face of 

the difficulties of living which shall beset them, 
crowd into the service of the various churches, yet 
the pulpit will never secure, speaking in a general 
way, the services of men of ability until the laity 
recognize the force of the seriptural principle and 
see that the laborer gets a liberal allowance. The 
ministry is not the only vocation into which men 
crowd for a bare existence. Banks, railroad offices 
and all similar institutions are able to secure the 
services of young men at not very largely above 
the average salary of the clergyman. 
But the railroad man, if he develops marked 
ability, is sure of advancement. The clergyman 
may be, too; but the number of preachers who re- 
ceive $10,000 a year is small, whereas the number 
of men in the employ of great corporations who 
receive that amount is large, and these salaries in 
the corporations range up until they even surpass 
the salary paid to the President of the United 
Sta 


tes. 
It the Methodist at Sacramento had compared 
the stipends received by the preachers of his de- 
nomination with the salaries paid to baseball pitch- 
ers and football coaches he would have created a 
bigger sensation.

The yard-measure rule for freight rates seems 
very simple, byt, like a great many other ideas 
evolved from the busy but shallow brains of self- 
styled reformers, the trouble is it won’t work. We 


are now clamoring for spending millions of dollars 


annually for the improvement of harbors and 
waterways throughout the country. The main pur- 
pose is to afford a competitor with the railroads 
and thus keep down the cost of handling freight. 
According to the yard-measure rule the improve- 
ment of the rivers and harbors would not have the 
effect in the minds of those who call for the im- 
provements to be made. 

The laws of political economy are based upon the 
laws of nature. Where nature made a great inden- 
tation into the land, where an arm of. the sea affords 
safe anchorage for ships and shelter from storms, 
in other words, where there is a natural harbor, it 
is according to the laws of nature and of political 
economy that a great city should be planted.

BURNED DOCUMENT GETS A LE- 
GAL STANDING. 


1 Provisions of Becuests of Wealthy 
Rancher of Hanford Are Established 
by Order of the Superier Court. 


by Action of the City Trustees. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


HANFORD, May 12.—Judge Covert in 
the Superior Court has issued an or- 
der establishing provisions of the lost 
will of Craigie Sharp, deceased, a 
wealthy rancher. The will was known 
to have been in existence and its pro- 
visions were familiar to the heirs, but 
it was subsequently burned following 
a private division of the property. Dis- 
pute as to the title to some of the 
property of the estate made it, neces- 
sary to have the provisions of the will 
legally established. 

SHORT MEASURE FOR RUM. 
The City Trustees have solved the 
saloon license problem by granting U- 
censes until June 1. The old board took 
payment for the first quarter on li- 
censes supposed to be issued for one 
year, but did not issue the licenses. 
When the new board, composed of men 
who had defeated the saloon ticket, 
came into office it was confronted with 
the question whether it would be ne- 
cessary to issue the licenses for a full 
year as the saloon men contended the 
ordinances provided, or declare them 
all lapsed. 

It was stated by Chairman Dawson, 
who headed the committee recommend- 
ing that the licenses be granted until 
June, that the present sentiment of 
the majority of the board is to grant 
the saloons licenses for still gnother 
quarter. What disposition will then be 
made of the matter remains to be seen, 
but it ig believed that the trustees 
Will, zimpy refuse to renew. licenses 
then and close up the saloons. The 
licenses renewed are for seventeen sa- 


restaurants serving liquors.

Seven or eight months ago, Bell went 
to live in Hollywood, where he occu- 
pied a small shack at the rear of the 
home of J. P. Fleming, a wealthy prop- 
erty owner. He says the Filemings 
were old friends of his.

He 
lett at about 9:30 o'clock, passed 
through the Fleming house and bad 
the family good night. He then went 
to his room, out in the yard and about

It was about 11 o'clock when Flem- 
ing’s attention was attracted by a 
faint moaning, apparently coming from 
somewhere in the yard. He investi- 
gated and finally traced the sound to 
Bell's shack. 
The door was closed and Fleming 
rapped repeatedly for admission, but 
the only answer was a continued 
moaning. Fieming at last discovered 
that the door was fastened on the out- 
side with a small wooden bution, such 
as is commonly used on barndvors. The 
interior fastening was a wooden 
bolt, that could not be worked from 
the outside, any more than the button 
could be turned from inside. 
Fleming opened the door, and, by

Bell lying in a corner of the room,

Bell was still lying on hie side, 
bound hand and foot, when the patrol! 

Detective 
George Home removed the rope, making 
a careful study of every knot. It was 
a piece of half-inch Manila rope about 
four or five feet long. Neither Flem- 
ing nor Bell remembered having seen 
the rope berore. 

The rope had been first fastened 
around the man's wrists behind his 
back by means of a loop. This was 
then knotted and wound several times, 
and the end of the rope was pulled 
down to the ankles with a half-hitch, 
and ankies and wrists pulled and 
bound closely together, so that the 
hands were fastened directly under the 
knees, 

When released, Bell said he had no 
idea of what happened to him.

He bade the 
delegates welcome and advised them to 
look around before they departed, and 
then touched upon the saloon question. 

“Tl thought, a couple of years ago,” 
he said, “that my Official life had 
taught me all about the liquor traffic, 
but I didn’t know anything about it. 
It is demoralizng tu all who have any- 
thing to do with it; it is most difficult 
to handle and we don't know what to 
do with it! Looking back fifty years, 
I can realize quite an advance in the 
sentiment of the people, and ii does 
not have the standing it did then. In 
fifty years more: 1 don't know what its 
standing will be, but God speed the 
day when there will be no liquor sold 
in the land. The people are not ready 
for it yet, but we can do a great deal 
more in the way of reforms than we 
could a few years ago.” | 

KNOW WHAT TO DO. 

One of the speakers to follow the 
Mayor. was Mrs, Mary E. Garbutt, one 
of the early State presidents of the 
W.C.T.U. She said in part: 

. “Twenty-seven years ago, when we 
held the first State convention, it took 
courage to wear the white ribbon. We 
couldn’t have had the Mayor with us 
then: he wouldn't have dared come to 
a temperance convention, Mayor Alex- 
ander says he doesn't know what to 
do with the saloons. We do, and if they 
will listen to us, we'll get rid of them.” 

The applause that greeted this sen- 
timent was equal to that given the 
Mayor. | 

M. C. Bettinger, assistant city su- 
perintendent, spoke for the schools. In 
referring to the W.C.T.U., Mothers’ 
Congress, and other like organizations, 
now generally identified with educa- 
tion in the schools, he said: 

“It used to be that we wanted them 
to keep out of the way. We had an 
idea that all reforms must be wrought 
out without their aid. The State was 
the only one who had anything to say; 
the home and all — their 
paride: just kept out o way 
and . off the schools. 

“But it didn’t work out, and public 
Opinion has given us a changed atti- 
tude, and our watchword now is ‘co- 
operation.” The public schools are 
ready to work hand in hand with these 
other agencies, each in its own field, 
but all working together to the same 
end. And in that spirit, I bid you wel- 
come on behalf of the public schools.” 

Mrs. William Bauerhite, president of 


Clubs, in her word of welcome, said 
that the clubs of the Los Angeles dis- 
trict “welcome their mother.” 

Mrs. Emma Cash Clapp, an ex-State 
president, responded with a poem. 

Miss Gabrella T. Stickney, ex-State 
president and now a national organ- 
izer, responded to the addresses of wel- 
come by saying: 

“We are glad to be welcomed to a 
eity that is trying so hard to get into 
condition to make it a better home 
for our boys and girls; we are giad to 
be welcomed to the homes of our ais- 
ters, our cousins and our aunts.”

ROUSING CAMPAIGN ON FOR PO- 
MONA COLLEGE.

Activity Noted in the Towns of 

the Valley in Effort to Secure Three 

Hundred-Thousand-Dollar Fund by 
Commencement Time—Statement of 

the Situation from President. 

— 

POMONA, May 12.—-A campaign is 
being started here for the raising of 
$25,000 toward the fund of $800,000 
which it is hoped to secure for Po- 
mona College by commencement time. 
The work is to be carried on by ac- 
tive citizen committees in Pomona 
Valley. President Blaisdell has ex- 
plained the present situation in a iet- 
ter to the friends of the college in 
this city and valley, in which he 
states that the money now being 
raised is being gathered all over the 
country to strengthen a Pomona Val- 
ley institution, which carries the 
name of Pomona far and wide and is 
a great commercial and moral asset 
to this locality. 

From the original purpose to meet 
Andrew Carnegie's condition that he 
would give $50,000 if $200,000 additional 
were raised for endowment and build- 
ings for Pomona Collége, the move- 
ment has broadened to provide enough 
additiona! funds to liquidate the debts 
of the institution, thus bringing the 
total sum up to $300,000. When Presi- 
dent. Blaisdell came to Pomona Col- 
lege, $130,000 was necessary to com- 
plete the $300,000, and the present 
campaign is to raise this amount.

BISHOP CONATY PRESIDES AT 
OPEN-AIR SERVICES. 


New Roman Catholic Church at 
Seoboba Formally Dedicated—Nine 
Priests Assist—indian Fiesta Kol- 
lows — Sherman Institute Team 
Takes Baseball Honors. 


SAN JACINTO, May 12.—With im- 
pressive open-air services the new 
Catholic church at Soboba was form- 
ally dedicated by Bishop Conaty yes- 
terday morning. He was assisted by 
Father Hughes, the local priest, Father 
Florin B. Hahn of Banning and seven 
other priests, from Los Angeles. A 
sextette of priests chanted the psalms 
uesd in the ceremony and also ren- 
dered several sacred songs. After 
chanting the Miserere“ and the Lit- 
any of the Saints, the bishop proceed- 
ed to bless with holy water the four 
corners of the church building; both in- 
side and out. Following this ceremony, 
a cross erected at a point where the 
altar will stand was biessed. The 
church officials then left the interior, 
and standing in front of the building, 
Bishop Conaty delivered a scholarly 
address. He first thanked the Indians 
for their interest, and for their ready 
response in furnishing the labor re- 
quired in the erection of the building. 
Father Hughes was also personall, 
thanked for his untiring efforts. Bishop 
Conaty was profuse in his expressions 
of appreciation of the work accom- 
lished on the reservation by the In- 
dian agent, W. H. Stanley. He assured 
the Indians that in Mr. Stanley they 
had a zealous friend, ever watchful of 
their best interests. In the work of the 
Catholic church at the reservation the 
agent had shown hi if a broad- 
minded citizen, free from bickerings 
and narrow prejudices. 

Speaking of the church and what !: 
should stand for, the bishop declared 
that all should bear in mind that the 
church was the house of God: that un- 
less the Lord is in the building they 
labor in vain who build. “The temple 
reminds us that we are living templés 
of God. Unlike the new building we are 
dedicating, we are more than mere 
stones, and our duty is to live a life of 
useful activity: this duty we owe tv 
our God and to our fellow-men. While 
the little chapel! is located in a remote 
section of the great country, still it 
must be remembered that it has all the 
authority of a great cathedral, and 
that the great and good God that hears 
the prayers offered in the cathedrals of 
the world, hears in the same kind 
manner the prayers of the penitent in 
this little building, nestled close to the 
foot of these grand and mighty moun- 
tains.” 

In closing Bishop Conaty beseeched 
the Indians to so live that they might 
obtain in full measure the blessings 
of a known and living and loving God, 
and so that the communicants of the 
“Church of San José” might in truth 
be “living temples of God.“ 

Father Hahn addressed the older In- 
dians in Spanish, giving a brief inter- 
pretation of the bishop's address. 

People were present from all parts 
of the valley to the number of several 
hundred. 

In the afternoon an Indian flesta was 
held at Soboba, followed by a base- 
ball game between the Sherman In- 
stitute team and Soboba. The game 
was hotly contested from start to fin- 
ish, and resulted in favor of Sherman 
by a score of 9 to 5. In the evening the 
fiesta was continued, only Indians be- 
ing allowed to participate. 

The Sherman Institute band of thirty 
pieces furnished music throughout the 
day.
